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Synopsis of Canadinn Northe 
west Land Regulations, 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 15 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
ey or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, Solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Musit reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in cach of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 

There is a growing ‘feeling through. 
out Canada that there is no justice 
in the system by which men monop- 
olize the franchise. It is being rec- 
ognized that the wisdom of -the 
nation is not divided on the lines of 
sex. The only good reason men can 
advance in favor of their franchise 
monopoly is the old and worn out 
maxim of “let well enough alone." 
Women do their full share, and a 
little more, in the work of civiliza- 
tion and deserve oqual rights with 
men in deciding how and by whom 
they shall be governed. Not all 
women are capable of exercising the 
franchise intelligently, but. no person 
will be bold cnough to declare that 
men all vote intelligently. In New 
Zealand and Australia the women 
already have the franchise on equal 
terms with men. The result has been 
a decided improvement in the moral 
tone of public life of these demo- 
cracies. There are many great prob- 
lems which women are more capable 
of solving than men. Particularly is 
this truce of social problems. With 
mothers, sisters and daughters exer- 
cising the franchise the tendency to 
lerislate for property will give way 
to a recognition of the rights — of 
humanity. It is very gratifying that 
each of the Western farmers’ asso- 
ciations has declared for woman 
suffrage. It is coming. Our women 
necd not enter into a campaign of 
destruction to secure their rights. 
Let it be a campaign of education 
and they will have the support of 
the organized farmers. The franchise 
is a right, not a privilege—(Crain 
Growers’ Guide. 

IS THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC 
A PIRATE? 

Rev. Joseph Cook called the liquor 
traffic ‘‘a pirate.’’ Some one tersely 
retorted: ‘The liquor traffic is no 
pirate. What is a pirate? ‘Tis a 
ship with a crew armed to the teeth, 
that leaves port  clandestinely at 
dead of night, sails without custom 
house clearance or legal papers? It 
flies no flag except the black ensign 
of the skull and bones and roams 
the high seas only to capture, burn, 
kill and destroy ships and sailors of 
every nation.’ But is not the liquor 
traffic such a ship and crew? — No. 
But is it not-armed to the teeth for 
its work of death? Yes, but it is no 
pirate. It does not leave port clan- 
destinely at dead of night nor sail 
without custom house clearance and 
legal papers, but signed and sealed 
with the State’s coat of arms, on 
which is written, for a price paid to

the state, whoever holds that Paper 


has the legal right: to ‘ply his busi- 

ness of life taking without let or 
hindrance. No, this liquor traffic is 
no pirate; it is the State’s duly 
commissioned privateer. 


A PARABLE. 
A man had two sons. Promising 
they were, and the father’s 
heart rejoiced in them. The elder 
was an aggressive fighter of evil, 
in his career of well 
doing, because of the startling crim- 
es he uncarthed, he was strick- 
en down by a “Black Hand.’’ The 
father’s heart was sore within him, 
and he was instantly possessed with 
rage against the hand which had 
smitten his firstborn. With: all haste, 
he strode forth to seek, by land or 
sea, the destroyer of his offspring, 
that he might wreak vengenace up- 
on the murderer. After years of 
fruitless search he returned to find 
that his only remaining son had fal- 
len into reckless ways because of 
unwise companions, and was fast 
heading towards a drunkard’s grave.

TAFT AND SHERMAN 
RE-NOMINATED 


Victory Received With Cheers, Groans 
, and Hisses 


Chicago, June 22.—ith nearly 350 
of the Roosevelt delegates declining 
to vote and hastening away at ad- 
journment time, to tender to Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt ‘the nomination 
of a new party, the 15th Republican 
national convention, at the end of a 
long and tumultuous session, — to- 
night re-nominated William Howard 
Taft of Ohio for President, and 
James Schoolcraft Sherman of New 
York for vice-president. 

President Taft received 
1778 votes in the convention, or 
more than a majority. 

The decision of the Roosevelt peo- 
ple, under direction of their leader 
to refrain from voting, left no other 
candidate near the president. The 
announcement of the Taft victory 
was greeted with cheering from his 
adherents and groans and hisses from 
the opposition. 

When it became absolutely certain 
early today that Mr. Taft would be 
nominated without great difficulty, 
the leaders in control of the conven- 
tion decided to give’him as a run- 
ning mate his companion on the tick- 
et in 1908. 

All others dropped from the race 
and Mr. Sherman was the only can- 
didate regularly placed before the 
convention. A motion. from New 
Hampshire to make the nomination 
by acclamation was declared out of 
order. There were made scattering 
votes on the roll eall that ensued.

A number of American newspapers 

devoted some attention to the ascer- 

taining of the number of British and 

Americans on board the ill-fated Ti- 

tanic when it sailed on the last voyage 


and also as to the number of sur- 
vivors of each. 
Whatever such figures may show, 


and the chances are that only approxi- 
mate statistics can be obtained, the 
Canadian figures have been compiled. 
There were on the Titanic when she 
sailed 36 adult Canadians. These 
were divided as folows:

Statistics Which Show Progress at. 


AND FACTORIES 


A Factor In the Raising of Food Sup- 
niles for Large 
Cities 


It is worth while noting that where 
manufacturing has progressed most 
rapidly in the West, there also the 
greatest amount of attention is being 
paid to mixed farming and the rais- 
Ing of food suppling, for the growing 
‘towns and cities. For instance, in 
Manitoba, where the industrial ex- 
pansion has been greatest, during the 
fast ten years, food products have 
been supplied most abundantly. The 
recent census reflects a condition in 


Manitoba that is striking indeed. Of 
the net increase in population of that 
province during the last decade of 
nearly 200,000, about 109,000 people 
went into the towns and cities while 
only some 90,000 entered the rural dis- 
tricts. This kind of growth has been 
dependent largely upon an increased 
supply of food, and in Manitoba the 
idea of mixed farming is being adopted 
very readily. It was not an uncom- 
mon sight from the car window or in 
driving along the trails last summer 
to see here and there waving fields 
of luxuriant corn. Root and hay crops 
are also being grown more extensively 
and in consequence, the output of 
dairy produce, meats and poultry have 
become an important feature in the 
agricultural account of Manitoba. 
Last year potatoes and roots were har- 
vested to the extent of over 8 mil- 
lion bushels. The ‘yield of cultivated 
grasses amounted to nearly 150 thou- 
sand tons. Dairy and creamery but- 
ter and cheese, worth a million and 
a half dollars, were marketed by the 
farmers of the province in the year. 
In addition to the dairy products, the 
farmers disposed of 91.000 turkeys. 
53,000 geese and 465,000 chickens, and 
the number of head of horses, cattle, 
sheep and swine in the province was 
735,000. These items in the agricul- 
tural output of Manitoba have a great 
deal to do with the fact that indus- 
trial activity is more pronounced in 
that province than in either Saskgtch- 
ewan or Alberta, even though the 
natural facilities for manufacturing in 
the last named province are of the 
very best in the whole Dominion.

The Natural Right of the People of 
Canada 

The wants of seven million people 
—housing them, feeding them, cloth- 
ing them, transporting them, amusing 
them, curing them, burying them, con- 
stitute the Canadian home market. It 
is a great market, a future competitor 
of the American market, which con- 
sumes one-third of the products of the 
world. This home market is the nat- 
ural right of the Canadian people. 
Foreigners should only supply those 
articles which we cannot produce af- 
ter they have paid a duty to our Gov- 
ernment equal to the difference be- 
tween the wages of bare existence and 
the wages of comfortable subsistence. 
Almost everything needed in Canada 
should be produced by our own mills, 
so that transportation charges may be 
avoided and employment may be given 
to our people. 


AN INDUSTRIAL AWAKENING 


While British Columbia is rapidly 
becoming a great industrial province; 
while Manitoba can boast cf having 
‘over four hundred separate industries, 
‘and while Alberta and Saskatchewan 
are establishing industries as far as 
they can generate power to operate 
them and grow food to supply their 
workmen, the Eastern districts of On- 
tario, Quebec, New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia: still hold the supreme 
position in manufacturing. Montreal 
is still first among the cities ‘n capital, 
‘and volume of production. Toronto 
comes second, Hamilton is third and 
Winnipeg fourth.

along industrial lines.

Does It Pay to Be Good?) first Baptist Church 


By DOROTHY DIX 

A young man writes : 

“T was interested in the reply that 
you made to the girl who wrote and 
asked you if it paid a woman to be 
good. Will you answer this ques- 
tion s 

“DOES IT PAY A YOUNG MAN 
TO BE GOOD?” 

Yes. It pays a young man to be 
good just as much as it pays a wom- 
an to be good. All health and hap- 
piness and prosperity are based on 
right living, and neither sex may 
escape the penalty of its misdeeds. 
Those that break thé law are, in 
turn, broken by the law, and this is 
true of men just as much as it is 
true of women. 

It is true that society does not 
judge the man sinner as hardly as it 
does the woman sinner, nor mete 
out to him as bitter a punishment 
as it does to her, but nature helds 
che seales of justice in an even 
hand, and when she audits her ac- 
counts with a human being she takes 
no account of sex. The man must 
pay, just as the woman must pay, 
ind in that final reckoning it pays a 
man just as much to be good as it 
does a woman. 

It pays a man to be good in 
length of days, and health and 
strength. We talk leniently of a boy 
sowing his wild oats as if it were a 
matter to be dismissed with a shiug 
of the shoulders, but any doctor will 
tell you that the harvest of the wild 


oat crop is death and disease and 
insanity. 

More than half of the tramps, 
more than 60 per cent. of the men 


in lunatie asylums, more than one- 
eighth of all the patients in the hes- 
pitals were this kind of agricultur- 
ists in their youth. More than 80 
per cent. of all children born with 
secing eyes and who become  hope- 
lessly blind a few years after birth 
had this kind of father. 
WHY IT PAYS. 

So if you want to live to a ripe 
old age, if you want to have strength 
of body and clearness of mind, _ if 
you want to be a success in life in- 
stead of a doddering failure, it pays 
you to live cleanly. It pays you to 
be good. 

It pays a man to be good in the 
sense of being honest. Long ago 
wise old Franklin wrote that ‘‘Hon- 
vsty is the best poliey.’’ The con- 
ditions of modern life have not 
vhanzed that truism, although many 
people think they have. 

It still pays to be good and 
honest. The get-rich-quick flourish 
sometimes for a few days, but their 
prosperity is ephemeral. Tt is the 
store whose weights and mcasures 
are fair, whose accounts are 
correct, where there is no double 
dealing, that goes on from year to 
year, growing in trade and prosper- 
ity. It is the young man with high- 
er ideals of honor and loyalty and 
honesty who is advanced from pos- 
ition to position in his firm, 
Diogenes with his lantern never 
searched so industrial for an honest 
man as the big business interests are 
doing today; and when they find 
him they clamp down upon him and 
pay him for his virtues. 

It pays a man to be good in the 
sense of sobricty and temperance, be- 
cause that path leads straight to 
success. The man with ordinary apil- 
ities who goes to bed at 11 o'clock 
every night, will beat out, every 
time, the brilliant rounder who car- 
ouses around town until 2 or 3 
9’¢lock in the morning. The man 
who comes to his work afterja good 
night's sleep, with his digestion in 
perfect order, his nerves quiet and 
calm, his head clear, is the man who 
does things. He is prepared to give 
his best intelligence to the proposi- 
tion under consideration ; he has got 
the strength and energy to put punch 
behind every lick that he gives, and 
he forges ahead. He does the best 
that is in him to do. 

VERY DIFFERENT. 

Not so the man who has spent his 
night in drinking and debauchery, 
and who comes to his business after 
two or three hours’ sodden sleep, 
with his stomach upset, his nerves 
quivering and‘ his head a_ throb of 
pain. His wits are befuddled. He 
cannot see clearly. His judgment is 
that of g driimken man, and _ his 
nerves decide things for him instead 
of his brain. No matter how much 
talent he has to start with, he never 
succeeds. For a while he may ap- 
pear to stand the double strain of 
dissipation and work, but he breaks 
down under it. He is a quarter 
horse. He never goes ?he whole race. 

It pays to be good, so far as 
gambling is concerned. Of course, 
there’s no harm of itself in sitting 
in a little game of poker or taking 
a flyer now and then on Wall street, 
if you do not risk more than you 
can afford to lose, and know’ when 


to stop. Still, if you had money to 
leave in trust for your wife and 
children and were about to die, 


you select to handle 
their affairs? A poker player’? A 
speculator? Never in the world. 
You'd pick some sedate man who 
never touched a card, and who knew 
Wall street for the jingle of big 
games that it is. 

And if you were an employer and 
were picking out a man to handle 
the cash account, you know well 
enough that you would give a wide 
berth to the clerk who had gambling 
proclivities. You've heard of too 
many trusted employees who specu- 
lated with the firm’s money. 

Tt pays a man to be good, because 
only in a clean conscience is thery 
any happiness. The man who is lead- 
ing the double life and who is at 
the merey of the whims and caprices 
of evil women exists in a purgatory 
that is far worse than the dullest 
matrimony. The man who sees him- 
self slipping down into the gutter 
drinks the more to try to drown his 
realization of his misery. The man 
whose money comes to him by dis- 
honest practices finds a curse” in 
every dollar. No man is happy, no 


whom would 


matter how he has gotten the world 
fooled, unless he can look himself in 
the face, and he cannot do that un- 
less he is good. 

lt pays a man to be good, just to 
be right with himself, and when he 
is right with himself he is mighty 


apt to be right with those above 
him. In proof of this look about 
you, soon, and you wil: see that 


practically all of the men who are 
succeeding in life are men who are 
clean and decent—men who are good.

Won the Victoria Cross Many Years 
Ago—Held Ladysmith 119 Days. 


London, June 24.—Ficld Marshall 
Sir Geo. S. White, governor of Chel- 
sea hospital, Londen's Home for 
Aged Soldiers, and one of the most 
distinguished soldiers in the British 
army, died in his seventy-seventh 
year today. 

Sir George White was an Trishman 
and passed through a strenuous life 
as a soldier, fighting Britain’s bat- 
tles in all parts of the world. 

IN INDIAN MUTINY. 

Tle went through the terrible hard- 
ships of the Indian. mutiny in 1857, 
as a young officer. It was, however, 
during the Afghan war, in 1879-80, 
that. he made his fame and won the 
rare distinction of the Victoria cross, 
“for valor.” 

At the Battle of Charayiah, tre led 
the two companies of his regiment, 
the Gordon Highlanders, up a steep 
mountain to attack the strongly 
posted Afghans.

A small baby is unable to digest 
much except milk, and if the stom- 
ach is constantly imposed upon by 
being forced to take care of these 
foreign substances it rebels and will 


not do its work properly. As a re- 
sult the baby is) sick, 

Until a baby is a year old it 
should) live almost) entirely upon 


goud pure milk. It also requires a 


moderate amount of water every 
day. The only addition to the diet 
should be a teaspoontul of orange 


juice once a day after it is sin 
months old. The habit) practiced by 
some mothers of taking the baby to 
the table during the regular: meal 
and giving it a taste of the various 
articles of food is reprehensible. 

After the baby is a year old a 
little prune juice or pulp of a baked 
apple may be given once a day. 
Gradually articles of food may be 
added, but these must be such as 
are easily digested. Meat broths, 
suft boiled eggs, cereals and baked 
potato moistened with milk should 
be the chief things given. At first 
these should be given only at the 
noonday meal, but gradually they 
may be added to other meals. Qat- 
meal is a good winter food fur child- 
ren. It should not be given in sum- 
mer, as it is too heating. 

The child should be urged to drink 


phny of water between meals, but 
never should ‘be given ice water.
